Diamond Particles in Steel. 

Several years ago M. Moissan, 
whose researches with the electric 
furnace have laid the foundation o f 
a new and important branch of 
chemistry, discovered that when 
iron saturated at a high temperature 
with carbon is cooled under pres- 
sure, a portion of the carbon crys- 
tallizes as minute diamonds. This 
has led M. Bossel to suspect that 
diamonds may be formed in the 
manufacture of very hard steels. 
Examination of many samples of 
such steels proves this to be the 
case, very minute crystals having 
been found, the largest only a fif- 
tieth of an inch in diameter, and the 
smallest much smaller, but having 
all the chemical and physical prop- 
erties of the true tiUmonds. The 
crystals are obtained by dissolving 
the metal in acid, then treating 
the residue successively with con- 
centrated nitric add, potassium 
chlorate and hydrofluoric and sul- 
phuric acids. 

Farming by Elactricity. 

Upon a farm in New Jersey every 
operation, including growth, is said 
to be carried on by elf-ctricity— elec- 
tric plows, electric sowers, the cropa 
being brought to perfection in half 
the ordinary time by in.'an-, of an 
electric current, while at ni;;lil the 
farm is bright with the ray-, of ele.

MANY MURDERS. 

Italy Has a Year's Record of About 
Four Thousand. 

A correspondent writing from 
Rome gives an account of an ;i<l 
dress by Prof. Baron Garofalo. ile 
livered recently before a pi>]iular 
.audience in that city. Garofalo, 
iwho is rorutjiiizi-J m mieof the lead- 
ing penologists of Italy, gave some 
statistics regarding the annual loss 
of life by bomioUe in lUly which 
were very startllDg, saya the New 
Yorlc Recorder. The total number 
of murders in Italy during the last 
year was ai)out 4,000, w 
equivalent, said the speake 
homicide every two hours. This is 
a wy much greater mortality rate 
thaaiexists in other civilized coun- 
tries, the ratio in France being one- 
tenth that in Italy and the ratio in 
Deiinuark Ix-iiig one- thirty- fifth of 
thai ilk Ital.v. 

This tendency to homicide is due, 
according to Baron (iarofalo, first 
to the existence of tlni ve 
which has lingered longer in Italy 
T.uan in any other country; then to 
the practice of dueling, and perhaps 
more than all to certain defects in 
education and to racial tendencies. 
Garofalo thinirs that the remedy for 
this consists in improving the sys- 
tem of administration of justice, in 
enforcing capital punishment, in re- 
casting the methods of education 
throughout Italy largely on the lines 
advocated by Lombroso and his 
school, and finally, in the ennobling 
of the moral and religious senti'meuls 
of the people. This, according to 
Oarofalo, is to be done not so much 
iyy nvrw tm uj rsUgiom ia^uloatiqc, 



To tne religious instruction given 
in Great Britain and the United 
States he attributes the fact that 
these countries have in 40 years 
diminished by one-half their annual 
proportion of delinquents and men- 
dicants, while in Italy there has been 
an increase in both delinquency and 
mendicancy since 1862. Baron 
Garofalo's strong advocacy of the 
value of religious training, coming, 
&S it does, from the school of Lom- 
broso, is a factor i^hieh religious 
teachers and professors in this 
country will rejoice over wl4h great 
heartiness.

Ebing, who occupies the chair of 
mental diseases of the Vienna 
versity, recently delivered a let 
before the professor's studi 
speaking for an hour. The patient 
suffers from periodical seizi 
which return every year, and 
end in permanent madness. During 
these attaclcs, according to the 
above-aamed specialist, he is much 
cleverer and wittier than in his sane 
condition. When his patient was 
introduced in the lecture rooi 
mounted the platform with a grave 
air. The professor asked him what 
subject he would lecture upon, and 
he replied: "Upon 'The Mental Cion- 
ditioa 'of the Maniac in Periodical 
Attacks of Madness.'" The audi- 
ence often interrupted the speaker 
with sintere applause, and when 
there was laughter at his witty re- 
marks he looked flattered.

DEAF-MOm' IDEA 

Endeavoring to Introduce the Manust 
Alphabet In Schools. 

f'eoplo who ur.T prone to \isn 
Rymj)athetif! remarks in speaking of 
deaf mutes may be very much 
prised to know that it will not be a 
great while before thoso mi tes are 
lfK)ked upon as a very fortunat*; 
( liuss of jieoplo. Indeed, there is a 
H(!rious thought of compelling every- 
body in the land to learn the 
langtukge of the deaf. It's a strange 
language, too, about which the ordi- 
nary citizen understaiids very little, 
even though lin l)elieves he knows so 
mu:^.h. 

There is a wide difference between 
the sign language and tho manual 
alphabet. The latter, which is 
more or less familiar to many peo- 
ple, is merely the 26 letters of the 
alphabet expressed by the fingers 
in8t«a<l of written on paper or 
spoken orally. 

The sign language is a much more 
complicated affair, and its mastery 
entails a great deal mora study and 
practice than the average citizen 
cares to expend for that purpose. 
But it is the simple manual that the 
National Association of the Deaf is 
endeavoring to have made a com- 
pulsory part of the educatiou of 
every man, woman and child in the 
country, says tho New York Herald. 

The argument used in favor of 
such legislation by the national com- 
mitteemen who are lobbying for the 
bill is that it will benefit in count- 
less ways the million (ft more deaf 
|)eoplo in the United States without 
in any way encroaching upon the 
time or comforts ot the other mil 
lions who are in possession of their 
hearing. 

Just now the efforts of the 
sociation are being directed toward 
securing the introduction of the 
manual alphabet into every school 
book, and its being made as much a 
part of the curriculum as geography 
or arithmetic. Children are quick 
to learn it, they say, and by devot- 
ing a few minutes each day to its 
study under a competent teacher 
they become proficient in its us 
a short space of time. 

As an incentive to the learning of 
the alphabet by adults, the ikssocia- 
tion makes it known that all its 
members will hereafter give prefer- 
ence in all cases to merchants who 
are able to talk to them (n their 
own lainguage. This rule will not be 
confined to the deaf only, but to all

The Illioois Central rail-oad is m, 
iug a survey that will make Paduc 
a side station.

FORT BLDHDEB. 

The Unfortunate Beginning of Old 
Fort Montgomery. 

Glen. Miles has recently recom- 
mended the fortifying of a number 
of our seaports and the enlarge- 
ment of some of the posts along our 
frontier. One of these is Fort Mont- 
gomery, that stands at the outlet of 
I.,ake Champlain. The mentioning 
of this long- forgotten old fort re- 
calls a queer fuct connected with its 
beginning, and long ago forgotten. 
In 1841 it was decided to build a 
large post at the entrance to Lake 
Champlidn,yand^ work was begun on 
Fort Montgomery, as it was called. 
After a good deal of work Ijad been 
done it was found that the walls of 
the fort were over the lines dividing 
the United Stetes from Canada. 
Work was stopped and a survey 
made and part of the work was 
torn down, fjator on it was ascer- 
tained that part of the walls of the 
post were still over the dividing 
line. An agreement was made with 
the English ;.,fover/iment which gave 
to the United States that part built 
upon, and the outline of the old fort 
was completed, but as these mis- 
takes had caused so much trouble 
the post was nicknamed "Fort 
Blunder." Work was stopped on the 
old post at the breakincf out of the 
late war. and since that time it has 
been under the charge of an 
n.{lnce sergeant. Soon work will be 
resumed, and if the recommenda- 
tions of Oen.
